Report of the School Gommitter. 


District No. |—one term. ‘Taught by Miss Nellie P. Bryant 
of Woodstock. Length of school twelve weeks; whole 
number of scholars forty. ‘This was the largest school in 
town, aud apparently the hardest to govern. The schol- 
ars that attended regularly through the terin, made good 
progress in their studies. But from some cause unknown to~ 
your committee, there was quite a falling off, in attendance 
during the latter part of the term. Order rather deficient 
Register neatly filled. 

District No. 2—first term. ‘Taught by Miss Clara M. Colby 
of Concord. Length of school eight weeks; Whole num- 
ber of scholars fifteen. ‘This was Miss Colby’s first school. 
The scholars appeared to love their teacher and considerable 
improvement was made, although the order was deficient. 

Second lerm. ‘Taught by Miss Juliett Plummer. Lengh of 
school twelve weeks; whole number of scholars twenty- 
eight. Miss Plummer labored hard and with good success to 
make this a profitable school. Good order was maintained, 
aud improvement made in all branches. Register neatly 
filled. 


District No. 3—one term. Taught by Miss Lizzie P. 
Southmayd. Miss Southmayd is a good teacher. But the 
scholars did not make as much improvement as they would 
under different circumstances. It cannot be expected that 
scholars can make great advancement in a school room,where 
both teacher and scholars are under the necesity of constant- 
ly wieluing a large bush to defend themselves from the attack 
of mosquitos, as was the case in this school. 


District No. 4. There were two terms taught by Miss 
Mary E. Langdon of Plymouth. Length of first term five 
weeks; s2cond term nine weeks; whole number of scholars 
during first term fifteen; during second term fourteen. These

were model] schools in every respect. Scholars under Miss 
Langdon’s charge cannot pass over any thing until it is 
thoroughly understood. She is an experenced teacher. 
having taught schoo! most of the time for twenty years. 


District No. 5—three terms. First term taught by Miss 
Annah M. Philbrook. Length of school five weeks ; whole 
humber or scholars eight. ‘Vhis was Miss Philbrook’s first 
effort in teaching. Sle was quite successful. Fair improve- 
ment made. Deportment of scholars good. With a little 
more energy and experience, Miss Philbrook will make a 
first rate teacher. 

Second term also taught by Miss Annah M. Philbrook. 


Length of school five weeks; whole number of scholars

sixteen. ‘This term came to rather an abrupt termination, 
and no notice Was given of its closing. Consequently it was 
visited only at its commencement, The scholars appeared 
to be interested in their studies, and their deportment was 
good, Undoubtedly good improveinent was made. 


Third term. Taught by Miss Emilie N. Morrison of 


Campton. Length of school four weeks; whole number of 
scholars fifteen. Miss Morrison is a prompt and energetic 
teacher. Good order was sustained, ind good improvement 
made in all branches: particularly in reading. 


District No. 6—one term. ‘Taught by Miss Mary R. Seling- 
ham. Length of school seventeen weeks; whole number of 
scholars sixteen. ‘The scholars respected their teacher, 
were interested in their studies, and made gvod progress in 
all branches. Register neatly filled. 


District No. 7—one term. Taught by Miss Annie L. Boyn- 


ton. Length of school fourteen weeks; whole number of 


scholars eighteen. Scholars orderly and quiet, and most of 
then: made good improvement. 


District No. 8—one term. Taught by Miss Juliette Plum- 
mer. Length of school eleven weeks; whole number of 
scholars twenty six. This as usual with Miss Plummer’s 
schools, was a profitable one. Good order was established at 
the commenceinent, and sustained throughout the term. 
Good progress made in all branches. Register neatly filled. 


District No. 9—irst term. 'Taught by Miss Lizzie S. San- 
bern. Length of school six weeks; whole number of 
scholars seventeen. Deportment of scholars good, and good 
progress made. Some of the scholars were embarrassed, 
but on the whole the recitations were good. 


Second term. ‘Taught by same teacher. Length of school

six weeks; whole number of scholars fifteen. Miss Sanhorn — 
has generally been a successful teacher, and she labor d 
hard to make this a profitable school, but failed to maintain 
as good oider as should have been. Good improvement 
made in reading. Recitations in arithmetic not as thorough 
as was desirable. Miss Sanborn labored under a disadvan- 
tage in Hot having a blackboard in the schoolroom. 


District No. 11—one term. ‘Taught by Miss Lizzie S. San- 
born. Length of school nine weeks; whole number of 
scholars fifteen. This was a profitable school. Good order 
was sustained, and the scholars were united in their studies, 
and learned finely. The fault was that some of the scholars 
appeared to have rather weak Jungs. 

District No. 12—one term. Taught by Miss Louisa Chris- 
tenot. Length of school twelve weeks: whole number of 
scholars twenty-four. The scholars were quiet and atten- 
tive and interested in their books. Good progress made, 


On the whole, the schools in town for the past year, have 
heen of a commendable character. I have endeavored to 
impress upon the minds of both scholars and teachers, the 
importance of thoroughness in all branches, of not passing 
over any principle until it is perfectly understood. And 
with very few exceptions this theory has been adhered to. 
I think in some districts the money might have been more 
profitably expended, by not having so many terms. And [ 
would recommend to Prudential Committees, that, in districts 
where there is not money enough to support than ten or 
twelve weeks of school in a year, that they have but one 
term, Instead of two or three us has been the case in some 


districts the past year.
